Earth  dredging  was  earri('d  out  in  IDSd  in  different  j)arts  of  the  Harbour  |)ro\  iding 
for  navigation  depth  in  conformity  with  the  recpiirements  of  the  Welland  Ship  ('anal; 
and  also  along  the  beach  at  Sunnyside,  where  erosion  had  taken  ])laee.  Of  th  '  abov(', 
approximately  84,000  eubie  yards  was  removed  by  contract  and  70,000  cubic  yards  by  the 
(-’omnussioners’  ( 'oust  met  ion  I  )('j)art  me n t. 

Construction 

Enwin  Avenue  between  ('berry  Street  and  the  (’ireulating  (’hajinel  was  cleared  of 
brush  and  graded;  curbs  were  set  and  the  road\\ay  cindered  for  the  convenience  of  the 
l('sse('s. 

A  l‘-2-ineh  watermain  was  carried  across  tin'  Ship  ('haniu'l  at  the  foot  of  ('berry  Street 
for  fire  ])roteetion  as  well  as  to  serve'  ('xisting  industries  on  the  south  side  of  the  Ship  ('hannel 
and  the  adjacent  unoceui)ied  lands. 

M  ain  leads  and  sidings  totalling  miles  in  length  were  construete'd  to  se'rve  the 
industries  on  the  Shiji  ('hannel  making  the  total  length  of  railway  trackage  in  the  industrial 
areas  30 kj  miles. 

(’losures  by  means  of  oj)en  cribs,  were  made  in  the  Western  Ifreakwater  at  Sunnyside 
to  minimize  Avave  action  in  the  protected  Avaterway  and  to  presei’AC  the  beach  from  erosion.

The  leasing  of  industrial  lands,  formerly  vacant,  has  been  confined  to  coal  companies 
in  the  Eastern  Harbour  Terminals;  four  comi)anies  have  increased  their  lease  holdings, 
and  two  new  companies  have  accpiired  land;  the  total  acreage  acquired  this  year  for  coal 
and  coke  storage  purposes  was  '-28. '296  acres,  valued  at  $46.5,426.00. 

The  total  lease  holdings  of  all  coal  eam])anies  now  ajjproximatc  64.0  acres. 


New  Co.^l  Handling  Plant  on  the  Soi’th  Side  or  the  Ship  Channel 


d'he  F.  P.  W  eaver  (’oal  (’omj)any  Limited,  who  have  previously  held  land  under  an 
annual  lease,  made  a  re-arrangement  of  their  lease  holdings  this  year,  whereby  they  gave 
up  their  rights  to  the  3,350  lineal  feet  frontage  on  the  south  side  of  the  Ship  Channel,  with 
a  depth  of  200  feet,  and,  in  its  place,  leased  for  a  term  of  21  years,  with  the  option  to  purchase, 
a  block  of  land  having  a  dock  frontage  of  1,000  lineal  feet  on  the  south  side  of  the  Ship 
C  hannel  with  a  depth  of  800  lineal  feet,  containing  18.351  acres.  This  company,  during 
the  past  summer,  installed  a  modern  coal  handling  plant  of  the  conveyor  type,  capable  of 
conveying  coal  from  the  point  of  unloading  from  the  vessel  and  di.stributing  it,  at  will, 
at  the  rate  of  400  tons  per  hour  to  any  part  of  their  storage  yard;  they  also  have  facilities 
for  the  1  oading  of  railway  cars  and  motor  trucks  for  outside  and  local  distribution.  It  is 
claimed  that  this  plant  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  efficient  on  the  North  American 
(i'ontinent.

Fhe  eomph'b'd  imjirovements  of  Toronto  Harbour  eombiued  with  new  Welland  Sli  p 
Canal  and  'J'oronto's  strategical  position  as  a  distributing  centre  are  directly  responsible 
for  the  continued  increase  in  the  waterborne  trade  of  Toronto  Harbour, 


Xavigation  was  opened  on  8th  Ajiril  by  the  S.S.  ('oalhaven,  Captain  Percy  Beatty, 
Master,  which  arrived  with  a  cargo  of  bituminous  coal  from  Sodus  Point,  N.Y.,  consigned 
to  Cosgrove  &  (’o..  Ltd.,  and  to  the  Canada  Coal  Co.,  Idd.;  the  S.S.  Coaliiaven  is 
a  St.  Lawrence  canal  size  self-unloading  collier,  owned  by  the  Canada  Steamshi[)  lanes 
Ltd.;  Captain  Beatty  was  jiresented  with  the  Harbour  Master’s  Hat  for  officially  ojicning 
the  navigation  of  this  Port. 
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Xavigatioii  closed  on  '■2drd  December,  with  the  arrival  of  the  S.S.  (’adwell,  with 
a  cargo  of  sand  from  Niagara,  consigned  to  the  Dntferin  l’a^'ing  and  ( 'onstruction  Do.,  Ltd.

direct  to  Toronto  from  Liverpool  and  ITaml)nrg.  In  all  31  small  ocean  freighters  came  direct 
to  Toronto  from  11  different  Enro])ean  and  Pacific  Ports  with  cargoes  totalling  2(!,2S()  tons. 
From  80%  to  t)0%  of  the  tonnage  of  goods  shipped  from  Fnro])ean  Ports  to  d'oronto  is 
trans-shipped  at  Montreal  or  other  St.  l.awrence  Ports  whence  gootls  are  forwarded  by  rail 
or  water  to  Toronto,  one  cargo  of  the  large  ocean  freighter  making  three  and  sometimes 
four  cargoes  for  the  St.  Lawrence  canal  size  freighter,  increasing  the  e.xpense  to  the  con¬ 
sumer.  On  one  day  alone  five  small  ocean  freighters  flying  the  flags  of  different  nationalities, 
docked  at  Toronto  Harbour,  and  these  vessels,  small  though  they  were,  gave  Toronto  a 
cosmopolitan  touch  such  as  one  would  see  in  an  ocean  port. 
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In  July  and  again  in  October,  the  self-unloading  collier,  U.  F.  Taylor  arrived  with  coal. 
She  is  .3,7()()  net  tons,  doO  feet  over  all  and  (JO-foot  beam  and  is  the  largest  vessel  to  dock  at 
Toronto  Harbour.

(libraltar  Point,  she  hoisted  her  sails  and  for  the  fir.st  time  in  her  existemce  sailed  on  fresh 
water  when  entering  Toronto  Harbour.

Waterborne  shipments  of  coal  in  1933  totalled  1,325,767  tons,  an  increase  of  262,773 
tons  as  compared  with  1,062,994  tons  in  1932,  560,347  tons  in  1931  and  225,992  tons  in  1930. 
Increases  in  1933  as  compared  with  1932  were — Welsh  Anthracite  31  per  cent..  Nova 
Scotia  coal  40  per  cent.,  and  American  Bituminous  coal  45  per  cent.,  while  decrea.ses  were 
shown  of  7  per  cent,  in  Scotch  Anthracite,  83  per  cent,  in  American  Anthracite  and  9  per 
cent,  in  American  Coke.

Life  Saving  and  Police  Patrol  Sej'vice 

'i'he  'I'oronto  Life  Saving  and  Police  Patrol  Service  is  oi)erated  by  the  Toronto  Har¬ 
bour  ('onimissioners  on  behalf  of  the  (hty  of  Toronto,  by  whom  all  capital  costs  and  main¬ 
tenance  charges  are  assumed.  The  average  expenditure  for  the  last  15  years  approximates 
$58,000.00  per  year. 


The  Life  Saving  and  I’olice  Patrol  Service 


was  carried  on  as  in  previous  years. 


The  following  is  the  summary  of  the  work  performed  by  this  Service  during  the 
years  1029,  1930,  1931,  1932,  and  1933,  which  speaks  for  itself  and  clearly  demonstrates 
the  efficiency  of  the  Service.
